ernment." The historians say: 


"She was guilty 
of aggravating 


wrongs, refused to adjust rightful 
claims, declined to 
arbitrate sub- 


jects of difference, and, to cap the 
climax, she had invaded our soil and 
murdered our citizens." 


The fear the 
whigs that exten- 


sion of slave territory would result 
was not realized, 
but on the con- 


trary, free territory was added and 
"manifest destiny" 
sanctioned the 


struggle. 
As for 
Ohio's 
military 


part, the historians say: 


"In response to the first call of 


President Polk for three regiments 
from Ohio, Governor Hartley issued 
his proclamation May 20, 1846. ap- 
pealing to the courage and patriot- 
ism ot the state to render promptly 
the required aid. Samuel R. Curtis, 
adjutant general of the state, estab- 
lished a 
general 
rendezvous 
at 


Camp Washington, near Cincinnati, 
to which point all companies were 
ordered to proceed as soon as or- 
ganized. 


"That there was a sustaining war 


sentiment in Ohio is evidenced by 
the fact that In less than two weeks 
after the president's requisition was 
received 3,000 Ohioans were march- 
ing toward their 
rendezvous. Be- 


fore June 4 companies wore in their 
tents at Camp Washington. 
During 


the 
month 
companies assembled 


here from all ever the state, indeed 
more appeared than necessary to fill 
the quota, and 
these, with much 


clamor and ditsatlsfaction, were re- 
turned homeward. 


"The thirty 
companies in camp 


were ordered .^Gov. Bartley to be 
organized into three regiments, and 
these, after being reviewed by Gen. 
Wool, who wasfton the way to Mex- 
ico, were mustered Into the service 
of the United States for one year.
